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Fly Your Kite 

Kite flying has been in existence since four 
centuries before the. Christian era. 
v One version of history says the sport was in- 
vented by the Greek scientist Archylas of Taren- 
tum. ■'.'....-.■ 

Down through the. ages, kite flying has been 
the national past time of the Koreans, Chinese, 
Japanese, and Malayans. In Asia, kites have been 
flown to keep evil spirits away from one's family. 

In the late 1900, kites were used to strength- 
en military advantage. 

But even if you fly your kite just for fun, 
safety is extremely important. 

There are several important safety rules to 
remember. When building your kite, use wood or 
plastic sticks, cotton or nylon string, and cover 
the frame with paper, cloth or plastic. The most 
common danger is electrocution, which often oc- 
curs when a kite gets caught in electric high ten- 
sion wires. • , . . 

If it does get caught, don't try to rescue it. 
Make a new one-. Metals, wire, and even metallic 
threads in the string conduct electricity and can 
cause sever harm. 

A wet string is also a conductor of electri- 
city, and a charge can ground itself easily 
through wet shoes on wet earth — through you. 
Fly on dry days in an open field, on a beach or 
golf course. 

Trees, telephone lines, electric wires, ditches, 
stones and stumps are potential hazards. Don't 
run barefooted. You can avoid injuries to your 
hands — such as string burns and entangled fin- 
gers — by holding your line with a stick.

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Riding Power Mower 

The power mower is one of the greatest in- 
ventions since grass but too often it .becomes a 
dangerous weapon when it is used by amateurs 
and children. They fail to take the business of 
mowing the lawn seriously. Relaxing at home, 
they .mow in bare feet or sandals, ancf in long 
sleeved or loose clothes that can easily catch in 
the machine. 

And the latest trend in power mowers — the 
riding type — makes the work even easier. How^ 
ever, this type of mower has its own special haz- 
ards. The Lake County Safety Commission re- 
commends that you give it the same respect that 
you would the family car: 

Read and be sure that you understand the 
instructor's manual. Riding mowers have some 
rules that differ from the push type. For example, 
when using push type mowers on a slope, you 
would walk behind the mower along the side of 
the hill as in contour farming. But with a riding 
mower you go directly up and down a slope since 
the mower is more stable in this direction. If the 
slope is too steep, however, it is best not to mow 
it with a power mower at all. 

Before you start mowing, clear the area of 
any debris. It is surprising what a pre-cutting in- 
spection of a play area will, reveal — small toys, 
blocks, rocks; Any of these can become missiles 
which will injure bystanders if picked up and 
thrown by the mower. 

It is a good idea to keep everyone, especially 
children away from the area while you are mow- 
ing. Children are likely to run in front of you, to 
try to chase the machine. A tiriyfoot can slip in 
the blink of an eye-^toq quickly for you to take 
the; action necessary to prevent an ^accident. Al- 
ways cheelt behind a mower before you back up 
f: to be surethat a child hasn'^ come into the area 
~ while you were wording. 

Never allow children, or any adults who 
have not had the proper instruction, to operate 
the machine. Children and young teenagers can- 
not appreciate the hazards of this machinery and 
they do not know how to handle jt properly in an 
emergency; In many eases it is too Heavy for 
them to control, even if they know what they are 
. c|oing. The safest thiu$: to^o is l^eep children and 
power mowers of any ;tvpe separated. .

Calculator Tells You 
The Danger Of 
Driving - Drinking 

A pocket-size calculator, de- 
signed to stimulate people to 
think more ubout the problem of 
drinking and driving will be of- 
fered to Illinois residents by tho 
Governor's Traffic Safety Co- 
ordinating Committee (GTSCO. 
The calculator, called the 
"Drink/Drive Calculator" by the 
GTSCC, will be mailed free to 
any Illinois resident who writes 
to Drink/Drive Calculator, Box 
3037. Springfield, III. 62700. 

The GTSCC membership con- 
siders tlie calculator to be a 
sensible, educational aprpoach to 
this, continuing problem. 

"The best advice is still 'When 
you. drink, don't drive'," said 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvic, GTS- 
CC chairman. "But* despite 
years of repetition of this phrase, 
the problem is still with us." 

"A reasonable description of 
how each drink affects a person 
of a specfiic body size is a rcnl- 
istic and educational approach to 
the problem.. We consider the 
calculator an educational tool for 
me driver before he starts drink- 
ing, when he is thinking clearly," 
Gov. Ogilvic added. 
I .Equipped with circular, scales, 
the calculator can be operated 
simply. A person first finds his 
body weight on one scale, and 
then matches that figure with a 
number representing one-ounce, 
86-proof alcohol drinks on. a sec- 
ond scale. He then reads an ap- 
proximate percentage of body al- 
cohol content in a top window. 
This percentage figure is based 
on drinks in one hour. However, 
a second window provides infor- 
mation concerning a two- to six- 
hour period of drinking. 

In Illinois, one-tenth of one per 
cent body alcohol content means 
that a person is legally "under 
the influence" of alcohol, Ogilyie 
said. However, the Drink/Drive 
Calculator indicates that any per- 
son over five-hundredths of one 
per cent is in the danger zone 
and should not drive. 

On the back of the calculator 
is a clear statement of its ac- 
curacy and intended use.. "This 
calculator is only' a guide and 
not sufficiently accurate to be 
considered legal evidence. The 
figures you calculate arc aver- 
ages. Food' in the stomach af- 
fects the rate of absorbtion. Med- 
ications, health and psychological 
condition arc also influential fac- 
tors .... Remember, the best 
idea still is "When you drink, 
don't drive'/' . 

"Although both' public and pri- 
vate agencies have been cam- 
paigning against drunken driving 
for years, the problem is still 
.with us in catastrophic propor- 
tions.' 1 said Gby. Ogilvic, It is 
estimated that half of the traffic 
deaths last year in Illinois in- 
volved drinking of alcoholic bev- 
erages. ,■,;'■' 

"The real motive in providing 
Illinois resident's with a device 
such as .the .calculator' is to stim- 
ulate their awareness and under- 
standing of the inherent danger 
of drinking/driying 'situations." 7
